meeting Thursday morning to consider tho 
org anization of the senate next Monday. 
The Star, s|K*akiug of the Turpiecase, says: 
“ In accordance with the custom, tho names 
of tho newly-elected senators will he read out, 
four or five at a time, in alphabetical order, 
by the chief clerk, and as thus called the oath 
will bo administered. 
As this is the reg ular 
practice it will bo adhered to on this occasion, 
and it will place tho Democrats at a dis­ 
advantag e, 
as 
the 
name 
of 
Turpie 
will 
be 
the 
last 
called, 
and 
hence 
ho will be the last to whom tho oath 
will be administered. 
Then a sing le objec­ 
tion would prevent his being sworn in, and 
the Republicans would send the case to the 
committee on privileg es and elections, and 
there delay it. 
This feature of tho situation 
is one that the Democrats are considering . 
They do not want to tak4 the initiative in ob­ 
jecting to tho administering of the oath to 
any Republican, nor do they want to bo left 
helpless in the event that any Republican 
should object to Mr. Turpie being sworn in. 
“ There seems to bo no doubt that the Re­ 
publicans intend to oppose the seating of 
Turpie. 
Edmunds, chairman of the caucus, 
has notified all the Republican senators still 
absent from the city to bo here if possible by 
noon Monday, in order that the entire party 
streng th may be mustered for the fig ht. 
Tho Indiana Republicans committed their 
case to Hoar, chairman of the committee on 
elections, and it is understood that he means 
to make a determined fig ht ag ainst Tur- 
pie’s rig ht 
to the 
seat. 
J ust how tho 
Democrats will proceed in order to hold a 
point in resorve in case of Republican objec­ 
tion to the swearing in of Turpie has not 
developed, but they seem determined to do 
their best. 
Even tho members of tho caucus 
committee shake their heads with an air of 
determination and intimate that they will be 
ready for tho fig ht.” 
With reg ard to tho West Virg inia case, tho 
g eneral opinion seems to be that Faulkner 
will be admitted without delay. 
The Republican senators will likely not 
hold their ciucas on tfie reorg anization of 
committees and tho contested elections from 
Indiana and West Virg inia till Monday 
morning . 
Ing alls, president pro teirqioro of 
tho senate, and Edmunds, chairman of tho 
caucus committee, expect a full attendance 
of the Republican senators and senators-elcci 
on Monday. 
The committee appointed a t« 
caucus of the Democratic senators to arrang e 
the positions of tho minority 011 the various 
committees, including the 
chairmanships 
g iven tho minority, and also recommenda­ 
tions on the two Contested elections, will re­ 
port, it is understood, ¡11 favor of insisting 
that Turpie and Faulkner shall bo sworn in 
without 
delay. 
Voorhees 
proposes 
to 
anticipate emerg encies by inquiring , before 
the oath is administered to any one, if objec­ 
tion is to ba made to Turpie, and if there ii 
an affirmative answer, he will beg in his ob­ 
jections w ith tho first Republican senator- 
elect culled. 
Should this be done, the senate 
may be in a dead-lock for some time, and the 
scene become quite exciting .

W ashing ton City, Dec. 2.—The annual 
aport of the comptroller of tho currency 
liows that the total number of national 
anks org anized up to Oct. 31, 1887, is 3,805, 
f which 025 have g one into voluntary 
quidation, and 119 have failed, leaving in 
peration ¿ it that time 3,061. The total number 


f new banks formed during last year is 225; 
be total number closed during tho year is 
birty-three, of which twenty-five went into 
oluntary liquidation and eig ht failed. 
The 
ew banks comprise five in New Eng land, 
birty-three in the middle states, fifty in the 
:>utherri states, lu7 in the central states and 
birty in tho western states and territories. 
>£ the failed banks one w as in New Eng land, 
wo in the middle states, four in the southern 
tales and one in the central states. 
The g ross increase in natio nal bank capital 
uring the year am o unts to $ 30,894,775, of 
rhicb $ 3,808,005 represents an increase of 
apital of banks existing N o v. 1, 1880. There 
as been, however, a decrease of capital of 
6,322,450, of which $ 4,087,450 is the ag g re- 
ate capital of the thirty-three banks which 
rent into voluntary liquidation and failed, 
ud the remainder represents a decrease of 
apital by banks still in operation. 
The net 
aerease of capital for the year is, therefore, 
30,572,325. 
On the ether hand, there is a 
et decrease of $ 50,*95,590 in tho circulation 
epresonted by bouda 
The decrease result- 
ag from the surrender o f circulation by 
>anks still in operation is $ 57,770,450, and 
he decrease caused by banks g oing into vol-

,y a total increase of $ 8,549,20 », w hich con­ 
ista of an increase by the formation of new 
iftnks of # 4.592,090, and an increase of ciicu-

Very full statistics have been collected 
bout the state banks, saving s banks, loan 
nd trust companies, and private banks and 
» ankers throug hout tho country. 
Tno sug ­ 
estiona m ade by Comptroller Trenbolm as 
o a m en d m en ts to the laws are in the form of 
t code revising and consolidating all existing 
aws, with a number of chang es, each of 
vhich is fully explained and the reasons for 
t are set forth at considerable leng th.

nost im p orta nt of the chang es recommended 
s that .he minimum amount of bonds to be

Thursday tho g reat doors of the Music hall 
were flung open, and crowds beg an to j» our 
in for the first part of tho exercises of unveil­ 
ing the Gai field statue. 
The main hall was 
soon almost filled by those who were to take 
part in the } tirade. 
On tho platform sat the 
speakers of the occasion, the city boards and 
the city officials, whila in the g alleries and 
filling the auditorium crowded throng s of 
people. 
After an overture Rabbi Benjamin 
offered n simple yet powerful prayer. 
Then 
a number of letters frcm disting uished men 
were read, among them letters from southern 
g overnors 
and 
tho 
mayors of 
south­ 
ern cities 
paying 
tribute 
in 
g lorious 
lang uag e to 
tho 
first 
son of 
Ohio. 
Among tho letters read were those from 
Governor Buckner, Wayne McVeag b, Robert 
T. 
Lincoln, Thomas 
J ames, 
A brain S, 
Iiewitt, S. J . Randall, Ex-President Hayes 
and J ohn Sherman. 
The oration was delivered by J udg e Ezra 
B. Taylor, of Warren, Ohio, who in the course 
of his address said: 
The life < f Garfield was so simple, so direct, 
and so open that every one feels conscious of j» os- 
sessing the triifr* knowledg e of his character and 
capacity, and - » much has been said of him that 
little can Ik*add * I wftnout repetition, ami yet tho 
rich mine of ids nature has not been fully ex­ 
pired, much less exhausted. Nothing in his in­ 
fancy or early youth would have justified tho 
prophecy of ids su* cess, lie was indeed of a sturdy 
parentag e, but not of one peculiarly distinctive of 
promise. As !»•• developed into manhood it l»e- 
eame inevitable that lie should corne into sig ht, 
but that his a lvan**e should be so steady and so 
far could not lie n have been foretold more than 
Appomattox could have been seen from Plymouth 
rock. 
Loyal to frlcn K loyal to duty, loyal to coun­ 
try, from Grang e to Elberon by the sea, he de­ 
serves a monument In the capital of hi* country, 
and in the chief city of his state on the banks of 
the beautiful river: a monument over bis last 
home on th * shores of old Erie, and a living and 
eternal one in the hearts of his admiring , loving 
ami sorrowing country men. 
Governor Fmaker anl Gen. 
Ram Hunt 
followed. 
Both of these g entlemen spoke 
with their characteristic eloquence. 
During 
the closing overture all was made ready for 
the parade, which was an imposing one, 
composed of police, several bodies of tho 
Ohio militia, Grand Army posts, Rons of 
Veterans, and Union Veterans, besides a 
number of civic associations and bands, the 
orators and disting uished g uests occupied 
carriag es in the line. 
Upon arriving at the site of the monument, 
Race street and Garfield plac \ tho veil was 
lifted by Miss Leonora Smith, the 1« year-old 
daug hter of Mayor Smith, and a burst of 
applause from several thousand throats fol­ 
lowed and did not subside for some minutes. 
The band played “ The Star Spang led Ban­ 
ner,” after which Mayor Smith ascended the 
platform, and, in a brief speech, accepted in 
behalf of the city the statue. 
Music and 
prayer followed and the ceremonies* which 
had been attended by beautiful weather, 
were closed.

Two fixcxl bars on uprig ht RLi]»jK»rts are 
placed on tho table; a parrot climbs upon 
one of them, turns a somersault, keeps 
his head downward, and, passing on to 
the second bar, g oes throug h the same 
exercise. 
Their owner then calls Tom, a 
small white parrot, who comes towards 
him as if about to c*imb on one of the 
bars, but runs back ag ain, holding down 
his head and shaking his wing s in a 
g rocesquo way. 
Tom is evidently the 
buffoon of the troujie. 
A bell is then 
broug ht with a handle which forms a 
lever; a parrot advances, and, putting one 
foot on tho lever, ring s the bell. 
Tho 
trainer asks the audience what number 
of ring s t.iey wish for; some one exclaims 
“ Seven!” and the parrot ring s the bell 
seven times. 
The bird is then asked how much dees 
three times three make, and it replies by 
ring ing the bell nine times, 
A perch is 
then plac*'*! on the table in the form of a 
seesaw, at each end of which a g ray par­ 
rot perches, and in tlie center, just alx)vo 
the pivot, jumps a mag nificent whito 
parrot named Charley, the principal one 
in the troupe. 
This parrot, throwing tlia 
weig ht of his body successively to rig ht 
and left of the pivot, rocks tho seesaw 
rapidly. 
To see the animation of this 
bird during tho performance one would 
suppose that he took a real pleasure in 
rocking his companions. 
The same bird then g oes throug h an­ 
other exercise. 
Four fiag stafTs are set up 
on the table, and at the foot of each is a 
fiag attached to a cord, which passes over 
a pulley at 1110 top. 
Tho ilag s are Eng ­ 
lish, French, Belg ian and American. 
One of the audience asks for tho French 
flag . 
Charley advances, draws himself 
up, erecting his brig ht yellow crest, and. 
spreading his wing s, suddenly seizes the 
line with his beak, and then, alternately 
with beak and foot, hauls up the Hag aa a 
sailor wo uld hand over hand, until it is 
fast at tho lo p . 
11c then g oes throug h 
the same performance with tho other 
flag 3 in succession. 
Several

A spectator calls for a 
letter. 
Charley hesitates, inclines 
his 
head on one side, appears to reflect, then 
suddenly advances and picks up the letter 
named, repeating the performance with 
other letters when called for. 
Suddenly 
little Tom jumps oil*the i*rch, runs up, 
seizes the remaining letters one after an­ 
other, and pitches them away on tho 
floor. 
Another parrot then appears, and 
at the word of command throws several 
somersaults on the table. 
Two other? 
follow, and waltz slowly round while the 
music plays.
